2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations  of  the   same. 

3.  To  authorize  the  board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  for  the 
Town  by  the  issue  of  notes,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $15,000.00 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year  1961,  said  notes  to  be 
expressly  payable  from  taxes  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  their  issuance,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  deter- 
mine the  rate  of  interest  on  such  notes  and  to  provide  for 
the  sale  thereof. 

4.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  construction  of 
a  building  to  house  fire  trucks  and  equipment  and  the  Select- 
men to  choose  and  acquire  by  gift,  purchase,  or  condemna- 
tion, a  suitable  site  for  same;  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$8,000.00  for  such  purposes;  to  borrow  in  the  name  of  the 
Town  by  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  any 
other  statute  thereto  enabling,  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  in  order 
to  defray  the  cost  of  the  foregoing;  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  the 
rate  of  interest  on  such  notes  or  bonds  and  to  do  whatever 
miay  be  necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  do  all  things  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry 
the  foregoing  into  effect,  including  the  employment  of  archi- 
tects and  the  execution  of  building  and  other  contracts.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  seventh  day  of  March  1961,  at  7:30  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To   choose    a   Clerk   for   the    ensuing   year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

timated to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town.

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Jennie  Blake  School  including  new  construction,  any  necessary 
alterations  to  the  present  school,  new  equipment  and  such 
other  items  necessary  to  complete  the  construction  and  au- 
thorize the  School  Board  to  issue  serial  notes  or  bonds  on 
the  credit  of  the  district  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  sum  so 
appropriated  and  to  make  application  against  this  appropria- 
tion any  funds  received  from  the  states,  Federal  Government 
or  any  other  source.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To   the   Board   of   Education   and   Citizens   of   the   Hill   School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

PERSONNEL 

School  opened  this  year  with  one  change  in  personnel.  Miss 
Mary  Boyd  replaced  Mrs.  Verna  Matthews  who  left  Hill  for 
another  teaching  position.  Miss  Boyd  is  teaching  the  upper 
grades,  Mrs.  Rounds  the  primary  grades  and  serving  as  school 
principal,  Mrs.  Miller  music  and  Miss  Moynihan  is  serving  as 
school  nurse. 

CURRICULUM 

In  the  program  of  studies  we  are  offering  Social  Studies  every 
other  year  in  an  effort  to  allow  teacher  and  pupils  more  time 
each  day  in  one  field.  There  is  a  limit  as  to  how  much  of  this 
organization  is  possible.  Subjects  such  as  arithemetic  and  read- 
ing which  depend  upon  learning  basic  material  before  they  go 
on  must  be  studied  in  their  regular  sequence. 

Due  to  the  mass  of  subjects  and  grades  involved  in  one 
room  covering  four  through  seven  at  the  Jennie  Blake  School 
any  organization  that  would  reduce  the  number  of  grades  in  one 
room  should  substantially  improve  the  educational  opportunity 
for  the  children  of  Hill. 

SCHOOL  BUDGET 

The  School  Budget  for  1961-1962  is  up  substantially  compared 
to  the  present  year. 

The  largest  increase  is  for  tuition,  an  item  over  which  we 
have  no  control.  The  next  large  increase  is  to  add  a  room  and 
provide  for  another  teacher  so  that  the  pupils  can  be  in  class- 
rooms housing  only  two  grades  instead  of  the  three  and  four 
as  at  present. 

Of  all  the  money  spent  in  the  operation  of  the  Town  of  Hill, 
$71,879.99  for  this  current  year,  the  school  spent  $27,034.59.  This 
represents  approximately  37%.  However,  due  to  the  fact  that 
schools  do  not  have  sources  of  revenue  as  town  governments, 
most  of  the  money  must  come  from  the  property  tax. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
your  support  and  cooperation  this  past  year.
